How Photographs Are Made by 
Light Emanating From It.

Professor Goodspeeil, w ho ha* long 
been recognized for hi* Important re­ 
searches in the realms of the light ray 
and who I* president of the American 
X Hay society, lins proved the exist­ 
ence of a hitherto unknow n ray thrown 
out by human beings, by means of 
which pictures can la* taken In five 
minutes, which I* one sixth of the time 
required for the production of a radio­ 
graph by means of tin* X ray. 
The indisputable proof of Professor 
Goodspced’* remarkable discovery ex­ 
ist* in a photograph of a human hand 
taken by means of the emanations of 
light from the other hand. 
Here Is Professor f iood^pced’K expla­ 
nation of the amazing phenomena re­ 
vealer! by bls discovery: 
‘‘All In a ttel* absorbs radio active en­ 
ergy Sn waves of varying lengths and 
give* oft this same energy in waves of 
a changed aud definite length. The en­ 
ergy that bar been thus transferred is 
characteristic of the matter that It 
gives forth. 
Tile hum an body gives 
out the ray* or waves of this energy 
with comparative freedom ami force. 
"it is to In* presumed that the char­ 
acter of the human rays varies in an 
infinitesimal degree w ith the person

The ob- 
jeet of using the (Tookes’s tube was to 
have Professor Good a peed’a body ab­ 
sorb tin* X ray waves and transform 
them into a different kind of ray. and 
from tis* latter the photographs were 
made*. 
Professor Good speed says, however, 
that this process of absorption, trans­ 
formation and diffusion of rays from 
tile human body goes on without the 
presence of a Crook**’* tube?. 
The radiographs be showed, he says, 
were made by putting a Crooke’s tube) 
in operation inside of a light proof 
black box. 
This box w as placed so 
that the platinum plate directed the 
rays upward, and on top of the box he 
piled up live pieces of lend, which is 
impervious to the X rays. 
(tit top of tin* box w as also placed a 
cylinder of brass x\ itll a small aperture 
in its side. 
Within the cylinder and 
resting on the lid of the box lie placed 
a cent, a gold ring and a piece of alu­ 
minium. The top of the cylinder was 
sealed with two heavy pieces of zinc. 
The only way that rays could reach 
the objects to he photographed was 
through the opening in the side of th** 
cylinder, itll the time? the room was In 
absolute darkness. 
Professor Goodspoed held Ins hand 
tie rn* inches from the? opening of Hie 
cylinder for three minutes. Then the 
plate was taken from its box and do- 
veloped, ami on it w ere found the radi­ 
ographs of the ring, the cent and the 
piece of aluminium. 
This picture, 
Professor Goodspoed 
declares, was product si by the second­ 
ary activity em anating from his hand 
under the Influence of the X rays. 
Professor Good speed does not pro­ 
fess It* he th** first to demonstrate tho 
principles upon which the discovery is 
based.
